Asa counter- 
poise to this, Governor ‘Tarr having made 
representations to Mr. Rooe of the necessity 
of pushing, the Conant dollar to the front 
yand putting a stop to the exportation of 
gold from the Philippines, Mr. Roor has 
iwatructed General Wape to forbid the 
shipment of gold to Chinese ports in pay- 
ment of Army debts yncurred there, and, 
further, the Acting Chief Quartermaster of 
the ‘Division at Manila has instructed his 
quartermaster to refrain from recognising 
the Mexican, coins in any official manner. 
Tho position, complex enough already, is 
covtinually being further complicated by 
unforeseen evente arising, and the result in 
so sensitive uw ficld as the-muney market is
